WASHINGTON—-It should be noted that one 
group working ardently to delay the civil rights 
bill until next year in order to pass a tougher 
bill, is the Justice Department 
to keep the record straight, here is how the 
Justice Department has pussyfooted regarding 
civil rights in the past- 


PtSSYFO O T NO. I—On July 27. 1955, exactly 
two years ago. Senator Tom Hennings. Missouri 
Democrat, chairman of the Constitutional Rights 
Committee and a member of the Judiciary Com- 
roittee, wrote the Justice Department requesting 
its views on Senate Bill 903 to protect the right 
of every citizen m political participation. 
The Justice Department delayed more than 
two months trying to make up its mind. Then 
on September 8, 1955. it refused to make up it* 
mind. 
Whether this particular measure should 
be enacted 
it wrote, ‘’constitutes a question 
oi policy concerning which the Department r»f 
Justice prefers to make no recommendation.” 
In other words, the civil rights hill which the 
Justice Department now wants strengthened and 
held over until next year was something upon 
wmch it refused to take a stand two years ago.

B irth d ay of Law Treated Like Poison lv\

third anniversary of a law which 
the government has treated like 
poison ivy.

The school lunch and school milk 
program were set up by Congress 
some 10 years ago to improve the 
health of the nation's school chil­ 
dren and to expand the market for 
agricultural products. 
Las* year, almost 446 train car­ 
loads of surplus foods were dis­ 
tributed in Missouri — mainly to 
sihools but a -*mall amount of the 
commodities did go to state insti* 
tutions. The>e commodities were 
valued at 14.563,034. with almost 
one fourth «>f the total being butter 
and cheese. 
Langkop «aid the 
school milk 
program was set up to drain off 
surplus milk at the producer level 
instead 
of 
stockpiling 
butter, 
cheese and other dairy products 
In addition, the program was «et 
up to encourage greater milk con 
sumption 
The success of the program 1* 
evident. Langkop says milk con­ 
sumption at Missouri schools has 
grown from some 40 million half- 
p:nt* a year to the present 94 mil­ 
lion half-pints a year 
Langkop pointed out that for the 
school lunch program. $10.858,774 
was spent for food on the local 
level last year. $5 284 366 was spent 
for labor, and $1.268 233 for equip 
ment.

KANSAS CITY. Mo. — “ Ghost 
riders ' sitting beside the riot gun 
in the one-man police patrol cars 
here are contributing to the suc­ 
cess of the city’s revolutionary solo 
patrol system. 
The "ghost riders’* really aren't 
goblins or spirits 
They're very- 
much-alive police officers. 
This city has found that two 
patrolmen in the same patrol area 
hut riding in separate cars are 
more effective than if they rode 
together in one car over the entire 
area, 
‘ The officer is not riding his old 
patrol area alone — his fellow offi­ 
cer is still there but in an addi­ 
tional car.” Police Chief Bernard 
C. Brannon said in explaining a 
vital aspect of his one-man car 
innovation here. 
This contact between patrol car 
officers is welded by a three-way 
radio, enabling officers to speak 
from car to car as well as to the 
police dispatcher and summon im­ 
mediate assistance of neighboring 
patrol cars, 
It gives the lone offi­ 
cer a feeling of security. 
Since inauguration of the one- 
man patrol system in Kansas City 
in 1953, the city has shown a 39 
per cent reduction in major crime 
for a four-year period ending in 
1956 despite an increase of about 
22 per cent in the national crime 
rates and ranks tirst among cities 
of comparable size in the lowest 
number of crimes committed per 
100,000 population. 
Kansas City 
was the first city of its size in the 
nation to convert completely to 
the one-man car operation. 
Veteran officer Sgt. James Can- 
aday, like most of his fellow offi­ 
cers, was apprehensive about per­ 
sonal safety when the one-man 
system first was adopted. 
*'I 
know 
now 
we’re 
actually 
more safe alone,” he commented. 
"We don't have a sense of false 
security that was sometimes the 
case when we rode in pairs. 
Un­ 
der the one-man operation, help 
is a lot closer if you do need it 
because of the smaller beats and 
increased number ot cars.” 
"And 1 get more done in quicker 
time by myself." Patrolman Joseph 
Cooper added. 
Less than a year aftyr Chief 
Brannon took over direction of the 
police department here in July, 
19,52. he initiated extensive studies, 


planning and operation of one-man 
cars 
An experienced police offi­ 
cer, lawyer, former Missouri Uni­ 
versity professor of police science 
and war-time district military gov­ 
ernment commander on Okinawa, 
his one-man car system has at­ 
tracted national and international 
attention. 
Kansas City's old 24 patrol areas 
or beats over an HO-square-mile 
area were subdivided intn ‘AtT arcax 
¡and a patrol car with a single of­ 
ficer assigned to each area. This 
j increased efficiency and still, in 
effect, kept two patrolmen in the 
same geographical area formerly 
policed bv two officers riding tha 
same car. 
The number of police 
cars was increased from 128 to 148. 
Sixteen additional cars were pur- 
j chased and equipped at a cost of 
approximately $50.000 to provide 
(coverage of the new patrol areas. 
To have given the same coverage 
under the two-man car system 
would have necessitated an ex­ 
penditure of $500.000 tor additional 
personnel and personnel equipment. 
In conjunction with the change, 
all uniform patrol cars were re­ 
painted with a switch from solid 
| black to solid white. 
The combi­ 
nation of more conspicuous color­ 
ing and additional police patrol 
¡cars on the street had a terrific 
psychological impact on the public 
—and law breakers. 
Some criminals admittedly were 
reluctant to pull "jobs" in Kansas 
because- "the place is lousy 
with police cars.” 
The sight of two or more police 
|cars converging at the scene of a 
| crime has had powerful psycho­ 
logical effect on the underworld, 
too 
Under the new system, more 
than 200 per cent more activity has 
been recorded on the part of one 
man car patrolmen in checking 
buildings and homes and such 
Mileage by the cars has risen 
sharply, too 
In taking the calculated risk of 
placing only one man in a patrol 
car, thepatrolman's personal safe­ 
ty was further guarded by a pro­ 
gram of specialized training based 
on teamwork and the realization 
that the officers still would work 
as a team when the situatiob calls 
for it. 
Chief Brannon insists upon this 
coordination to the extent of dis 
ciplinary action 
in those cases 
where a lone officer takes unnec­ 
essary chances.
